After PearL Harbor, he 
extended Ihc deal lo the Soviet 
Union. 

But the Russians were isolated 
and surrounded by Gcrmari-hcld ter- 
ritory, and German air and naval 
forecs took a frightful toil on British 
convoys that, tried to ferry war ma- 
terial to the Soviet Union via its arc- 
tic ports. So Iron, on Russia’s south- 
ern border and at Ihc head of the 
Persian Gulf, was the next-best so- 
lution. 

Unfortunately for the allies, Iran 
was controlled by a monarch with 
pro-German sympathies. So the 
British and Russian inte lligence 
ngcncies"eriginccrca q couj57"ah‘d'fn-' 
late 1941 installed the shah's son.

Lend Lease shipments arrived in 
November 1942 after Iran's road 
and mil system had been rebuilt.
